23 is not consistent with the status described in the Detailed Action attached thereto. Mr. Dexter stated that the claim 

numbers in the Office Action Summary were inadvertently reversed. That is, claims 5, 6, 10, 33, 34 and 37 are 

rejected; and claims 4, 13 and 14 are objected to. Mr. Dexter also confirmed that there are no rejections under 35 (JSC 

1 12, so claims 4, 13 and 14 are only objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. It is noted that a
